Sept. 14.—Re- 
went pacification of the war-like 
Yaqui Indians of the Mexican State 
of Sonora has allowed the State 
authorities to turn from one of their 
worst problems to new tasks of 


providing homes and crops, Gov. 
Flavio A. Berquez of Sonora re- 
cently told The Associated Press. 
“Pacifying the Yaqui Indians 
solves the greatest problem Sonora 
has had to meet” he said. “These 
Indians have been a thorn in the 
side of the Sonora and the Mexican 
governments for eighty-eight years. 
The trouble dates k to the old 
Spanish days when the land which 
the Indians rightfully claimed was 
thefrs was taken from them. 
“We have finally succeeded 
ing them by restoring the 
lands to them and providing them 
with food, clothing and materials 
for farming. This was accomplished 
through the efforts of President De 
t War Calles 


with me here and assured me that 
the Indians are completely pacified 
and ready to settle down and — 
crops on reservation lands we have 
provided fo vern- 


fon. 

“Many of the ancient irrigation 
dite dave been rebuilt by the 
government eo the Indians can have 
water. New ditches have been op- 
ened and more will, be built with 
federal and State funds. 

“Eventually we hope to irrigate 
more than a million acres of land. 
The project will cost not less than 
ten millions and will require three 
or four years to complete. The 
first step in the work will de con- 
struction of a great dam to hold the 
waters of the Sonera River. Long 


term loans are expected to finance | 


the plan. 

“Trrigation is the basis of Sonora’s 
welfare. Water only ie needed to 
reclaim vast areas of Sonora land 
which ie as rich as the Nile bottome 
and as good afid even better than 
the famous Imperial Valley. 

“Schools are_as vital to the wel- 
fare of Sonora as water and we are 
making extensive plans for school 
extension. Included in our new 
budget is $2,500,000 for schools. 

“The new era has dawned in Mex- 
leo and especially in Sonora. The 
government of the State is on a 
business basie and we will welcome 
the world to the State to help us in 
our rebuilding.” —

“I have been too liberal with my 
money; that's where the trouble 18,“ 
declared Mrs, Josephine McClish in 
alimony proceedings before Judge 
Crall yesterday.

USINESS AND PLEASURE. 

Now that it costs about $200 for a mere 
railroad ticket to the effete East some of 
those who would visit that section for one 
more look at the old home are wondering 
whether it is really worth while.

OF PEACE. 
The Kansas City Council voted an apol- 
ogy because a delegation in the Labor Day 
parade carried a banner with the words: 
“To hell with Gov. Allen's industria] court.” 
Why is it that the labor unions have such 
a grouch against the industrial court law of 
Kansas? It works no hardship on a union 
and {t does provide a way for settling some 
disputes. It has at least shown that it is 
entitled to a fair trial, and unton labor could 
afford to give it that much courtesy. The 
apparent facts are that organized labor does 
not want peace or a settlement of any dit. 
ference or dispute except through the hands 
of certain designated union officials. in- 
dustrial peace is not in accord with the 
policy of labor unions. They are militant 
organizations and have to be Aghting some- 
body or something in order to keep their 
fires alive. The man who is contented with 
his job has to be disciplined every now and 
then. Even now Samuel Gompers is taking 
the saddle in the fight of labor against the 
Kansas plan for maintaining industria] or- 
der. He issues an appeal to the farmers 
of Kansas to join organized labor in its 
campaign against the industrial court. But 
the farmers have about as much use for 
Sam as they have for the grasshoppers. 
The agitators agitate in vain so far as they 
are concerned.

RT AND THE WAR. 

Many pessimists raised to 
declare that the war had set art for a 
decade, not only in the destruction of an- 
cient monuments and structures, but in the 
discouragement of modern idealism in pres- 
ent-day artists. But their gloomy prognos- 
tications are scarcely borne out by the evi- 
dence. War memorials, both in the form of 


their 
back 


towns and cities in every country and most 
of the work is winning the approval of the 
best critics, while news items from every- 
where tell of the establishment or enlarge 
ment of museums and art galleries. And 
even in the ordinary commercial buildings, 
theaters, civic homes and new Federal 
buildings art is receiving very particular 
consideration. As for private homes, never 
has so much taste and discrimination been 
lavished on the artistic side of ordinary 
domiciles. Architecture and interior deco 
ration play an important part in even the 
most modest structures, and business firms 
(once under the indictment of sinful neglect 
of art, which was ever sacrificed to utility) 
now give as much care and consideration to 
art as they do to plumbing and fixtures. 
Even the smallest provincial towns in Eu- 
rope have always fostered museums and art 
collections, many of which were devastated 
during the war. The United States was 
backward in this respect prior to the war, 
but now numberless communities scattered 
all over the country are starting on the 
ptimrose path of permanent collection and 
setting up modern art institutes for the en- 
coyragement of present-day talent. Los 
Angeles ia merely in the movement with 
her Exposition Park galleries, her Art 
Institute, ete., all of which are part and 
parcel of the general trend of public sen- 
timent, notwithstanding the hectic Philis- 
tine force’ whose bark is obviously more 
potent than their bite. , 


ARDEN GROWING. 

To shoot the soil full of friendly 
and get a double ration of your 
spinach and things is mow the mission of 
the Department of Agriculture. Ag the sim- 
ple - minded bacteriologist puts it, they iso- 
late the nitrifying organisms in the root 
nodules of many leguminous plants and by 
keeping them alive in a liquid emulsion 
they are preserved for use in the soll around 
growing plants. 

That sounds as easy as biting a dough- 
nut. The scientist says that seeds soaked 
in this emulsion will grow twice as fast as 
those not thus treated, and the process also 
has the effect of changing all decaying mat- 
ter in the soil into nitrates of soda and 
potash. Fach root becomes à self-fertilizer 
and under this benign stimulant a double 
or triple crop follows.

SYRIA'S TROUBLES. 


— —— 


BY JAMES MAIN DIXON. 


As far back as we can go in ac 
tual records there were sival civil- 
izations on the Nile and the Ru- 
phrates, which met in conflict on 
the plains and valleys of Syria. The 
very name Armageddon, used in 
mystic prophecy of a world con 
flict, belongs to a valley not verry 
far south of Sidon and Damascus. 
That most ancient of cities was in- 
cluded in the empire of Solomon, 
but in the latter part of his reign 
was held rather as a nominal than 
a rea] possession. Later on it came 
under the dominion of Assyria. But 
Egypt, in her times of expansion, 
was always knocking at its gates; 
and figally, when the Moslem in- 
VYasion from the Red Sea swept 
northward, Damascus was at once 
absorbed and its associations with 
Abraham and other patriarchs dear 
to Mosle religious traditions have 
made it a sacred center of the Mo- 
hammedan world. 

During the long period when the 
caliphate was at Bagdad in Meso- 
potamia the connection of Damascus 
was naturally closer with the Ru- 

than with the Nile; for one 
of the outlets to western traffic and 
the Mediterranean lay through the 
city. But in these later centuries, 
when Turkish misrule has withered 
the prosperity of Mesopotanila, Da- 
mascus hag ceased to look eastward 


for lordship or protection. And now | 


that the Turk has failen the south 
again claims it. When the Shereof 
of Mecca broke with Constantinople, 
because of the outrageous shelling 
of the sacred cities, he made a bid 
to the British for co-operation on 
the following basis: A new Arab 
state was to be created, hounded 
the Mediterranean, the Red Sea, 
Indian Ocean, Persia and the 37'h 
deg. of latitude, including Cilicia. It 
was an absurdly excessive demand: 
and the inefficient aid giver by the 
Shereef and his Bedouins in the war 
showed how Hnpossible it was of 
realization. Emir Ali acknowledged 
that he could not fight any serious 
battles; “for the day I should lose a 
h of my men all these trives 
w turn their backs on me.“ 
However, the moral weight of hav- 
ing the sovereign of the leading 
Holy City on the side of the Allies 
in the fight against a German-direct- 
ed Constantinople made compromis? 
more or less wise and necessary. 
But the title of “Commander of the 
Faithful” which he finally assumed 
would remain a mere name without 
military power to back It. 
Meanwhile one of the younger 
sons of the Shereef, named Faisal, 
an ambitious soldier, formed the 
project of becoming Prince of Syria 
and was more or less supported by 
the British. and so recently ss last 
March a Pan-Syrian congress hel 
at Damascus formally declared Sy-

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COTTON LEAGUE | 
LAUNCHED HERE. 


Organization Perfected for 
Protecting Industry. 
Cleaning of Freight Cars is 
Urged on Federal Men. 


Next Comes in December. 


Final organization of the commit- 
tee which will work with the Fed- 
eral and State officials toward the 
improvement and protection of the 
cotton-growing and milling industry 
of the Southwest was completed yes- 
terday morning at a meeting of rep- 
resentatives of the cotton interests 
from California, Arizona und Mex- 
ico held at the Van Nuys Hotel. At 
this meeting the name of the or- 
ganization, formerly known as the 
Cotton Co-operative Committee, was 
changed to the International Cotton 
League of the West, and permanent 
officers and committees were ap- 
pointed. It will be the purpose of 
the league to bring about legislative 
measures for the protection of the 
industry in all of the Western States 
which are interested in cotton-rais- 
ping or milling, and to prevent the 
encroachment of the boll weevil and 
other pests into the western cotton- 
producing areas. 

To this end, and as an in- 
tial step in its program, the league 
at ite meeting yesterday drew up 
the following resolution, addressed 
to the Federal Horticultural Board: 

“We, the International Catton 
League of the West, in meeting at 
Los. Angeles, Cal., the 15th inst., 
urgently request the Federal Horti- 
cultural Board to use its best en- 
deavors to bring about a Federal 
regulation, making mandatory the 
cleaning and if necessary, the disin- 
fection of all railroad cars that have 
been used for hauling cotton seed 
and seed cotton at the time and 
place of unloading.” * 

ASK NEW MEXICO. 

The league is composed of cotton. 
growers and of men mterested in 
the commercial side of the industry 
from California, Arizona, and Mex- 
ico, and it is proposed to extend ac- 
tivities into New Mexico, obtaining 
the co-operation of officials and 
growers of that State, for the 
protection of this growing industry. 
The next meeting of the league is to 
be held in Los Angeles during the 
first week of December, and quvuar- 
terly meetings will thereafter be held 
regularly.

Is Jack Dempsey the hardest 
hitter of all time? Many sport 
writers of the present day say he 
is. I must confess that I do not 
agree with them. Jack Dempsey is 


a good hitter without any question, 
but compared with many heavy- 
weights of the past I fail to see 
where he figures. 

OLD ANN L. 

Take for instance John L. Sul- 
livan. He offered, times, 
$1000 to any man who would stay 
four rounds with him. He knocked 
out at least a hundred men inside 
of the four rounds and did it with 
a single punch on the jaw. It is 
trué that he, like Dempsey, met 
many men who had little class, hut 
very few got away with that $1000.

“An attempt by directors of the Im- 
periail Irrigation District, who met 
yesterday, to include in the tax levy 
& percentage sufficient to pay off 
the claim of Mark Kose for 576,220 
for asserted services, Was blocked 
when seven water companies made 
up of imperial Valiey rmers se- 
cured a restraining ordef from Su- 
perior Judge Franklin J. Cole of 
imperial county. 

This plan was frustrated Tuesday, 
when seven water companies, Nos. 
1. 3, 4. 6 8 9 and 12, 
Attorneys Stuart M. Salisbury and 
William B. Himrod, brought suit in 
the Imperial County Supreme Court. 
These water companies asserted 
that neither Mark Rose nor the Im- 
perial Laguna Water Company ever 
performed any service on behalf of 
the Imperial Irrigation District, and 
that any service they purported to 
have rendered was in their don in- 
terest and to the detriment of the 
district. 

Judge Cole issued the restraining 
order and set Thursday, the 23rd 
inst., as the date on which: argu- 
ments will be heard on the question 
of making the temporary order per- 
manent. 

Judge Cole’s order is sweeping 
and explicit. The directors of the 


district are enjoined from levying 
any assessment on the real property 
in the district to provide funds to 


pay the sum of $76,220 or any part 
thereof, to the Imperial Laguna Wa- 


anyone on its or his behalt, and 
from including in any assessment 
any amount whatever to provide 
funds to be paid to the Imperial! 
Laguna 3 or to Mark Rose. 
and from taking any steps in fur- 
therance of any plan or design to 
make such payments. 

The complaint filed by the seven 
water companies sets forth many 
reasons Why a tax should not be 
levied to raise money for Mark Rose. 
It says: that the district does “not 
owe said Imperial Laguna Water 
Company or said Mark Rose any- 
thing. and the payment of said sum 
of $76,220, or any part thereof, by 
detendants to either said Imperia! 
Laguna Water Company or said 
Mark Rose out of the funds of said 
district is and will be gift of the 
funds of said district to said Im- 
perial Laguna Water Company, and 
ie and will be without authority of 
law and in violation of the duty of 
said defendants, and each of them. 
Tieat the levy of any assessment by 
said board and the collection thereof 
to provide funds with which to pay 
said Imperial Laguna Water Com- 
pany or said Mark Rose will be 
iliegal; that game will create a 
cloud upon the title of the lands of 
said plaintiffs, and of each of them.”
